Dear Editor I should like, if I may, to ask the opinion of members 
as to the following points in connection with the religious teaching and 
training of very young children. One feels that in this, as in all other 
matters, the God-given mother-instinct is not everything, and we young 
mothers may be saved from many dangers by the equally God-given 
experience of older ones, if they will not mind being troubled to think of us 
and to give us their help and counsel. We lose much if they pass by on 
the other side, and feel it is not their affair. 

(1) On what plan would you first present the Gospel story to little 
children, and at what age or stage of development would you first tell them 
of the death and resurrection of our Lord ? 

(2) Does the danger of parrot-like repetition outweigh the advantage 
of strong early impressions on the memory, if little children learn Scripture 
and hymns when parts of what they learn may be rather beyond their 
understanding ? 

(3) At what age would you begin to let them join in public services and 
family prayers ? 

(4) Can any members recommend “Sunday” books for tiny children, 
which are reverent in tone, well-written and interesting ; and also any 
notes of Bible lessons for very little ones ? For books we need something 
above the level of the mere little moral tale.
